But other members of the 
government were even more 
embarassed when it was

An indignant M.P., Arthur

They promised a thorough 
and prompt probe. 

Meanwhile rural England 
was rocked by another set 
of nude photographs. Mayor 
Alf Hall of Doncaster had 
accidentally let a set of un- 
draped poses he’d taken fall 
under the public gaze of the 
community. Britain quiv- 
ered with scandal, but Alf 
stood pat: "Figure photog- 



raphy is art,” he said. His 
model, Adrienne Germaine, 
backed him up. “Alf never 
did nothing objectionable 
or even naughty," she told 
newsmen. 

Back in Parliament cer- 
tain M.P.s tittered behind 
their Times’ as a sociologist 
charged that Merry Old 
England was gayer than 
ever. Arrests for homosex- 
ual offenses were up 32% 
said this man, and even in 
Parliament there were, at 
that moment, practicing 
homosexuals. Evidence of 
the growing influence of 
queerdom was the sweeping 
fad of “Teddyboyism,” 
whose cultists affect Ed- 
wardian dress, including 
frock coats and velvet col- 
lars, roam the streets in 
gangs, and openly flaunt 
their homosexuality.

Paul’s church in London, 
reflected the changing 
times: “There is nothing 
Christian about the wrong 
worship of virginity,” he 
said. He added, though, that 
he hoped “immorality such 
as is practiced in Scandi- 
navia" would not spread to 
the British Isles. “Sex on 
such a basis,” he said, “must 
lead to a general weakening 
of the social structure.”

RUSSIA'S SECRET 
KINSEY REPORT 


Survey exposes sexual revolution behind the Iron Curtain 


★ * n 1953, Dr. Kinsey’s sex habits of the American 
book, “Sexual Behavior in female. In early 1954, noted 
the Human Female" was Soviet critic D. Y. Leonov 
published. The facts were in the Russian magazine 
based on a survey of the Problems oj Philosophy said

of Kinsey’s book, “Despic- 
able . . . nothing more than 
pornographic hash, clumsily 
masked as science. The de- 
pravity, sexual wantonness 
and perversion depicted by 
Kinsey will hardly surprise 
anyone who is the least bit 
acquainted with the Ameri- 
can way of life." 

What Leonov didn’t know, 
was that a secret survey on 
the sex habits of Russian 


and other satellite women 
was in the works. The re- 
sults make Kinsey’s report 
look tame. 20 years ago, to 
even suggest a survey on 
the morals of Communist 
women would be worth 
a man’s life — for that 
was when prostitution was 
banned in the USSR. Today, 
however, prostitution, sex 
camps, free love, encour- 
age childbirth whether by 





legitimate means or illegiti- 
mate means and wholesale 
sexual depravity runs wild 
throughout Russia. This 
sexual license is the key 
to Communists seducing 
youngsters into conforming 
to the Cominform. 

The sex survey was under 
the direction of Dr. Alexi 
Antov who not only ques- 
tioned the women on their 
sex habits and morals, but 
even had written permis- 
sion from Moscow to wit- 
ness sexual orgies at 
summer free love youth 
camps near Moscow; the 


Military base at Brno, 
Czechoslovakia; the city of 
Stalinvaros in Hungary ; De- 
brecen; Maritsa Mine in 
Bulgaria and the Home for 
Young Workers at Elbag, 
Poland. 

Among the younger wom- 
en it was learned that many 
had sought out different sex 
partners during a single 
night’s party. A large num- 
ber of Russian teen-agers 
were badly infected with 
VD (because of lack of doc- 
tors and medical facilities, 
only one in 20 can be treated 
for VD today in Russia). 
This was also true among 
the soldiers. (The Military 
Health Institute at Brno re- 
ported 2,161 cases of VD in 
a 3-month period. One 15- 
year-old girl had infected 
34 soldiers in that garrison 
town during that period of 
time) . Of 3,000 women 
workers at Stalinvaros, over 
2,100 had venereal disease. 
Some cities even had hos- 
pitals exclusively for women 
soldiers infected with VD. 

Prostitution in Russia 
consists of loose women 
working in brothels. In De- 



brecen, Hungary, a town of 
only 12,000, there were over 
50 brothels run by Com- 
munist officials who pock- 
eted the profits. The VD 
rate was so high that the 
houses were forced to close 
down “officially.” But it’s 
been proven they still exist 
as “women’s dormitories” — 
another name for the oldest 
profession. 

What we in America 
would consider the call girl 
racket or pick-up date 
flourishes in Russia as nor- 
mal social dating. An Ameri- 
can writer who visited 


Russia recently told of 
meeting “average” Russian 
girls. It was considered an 
acceptable evening to ap- 
proach a girl, ask her for a 
date, take her out and spend 
the night with her. For this 
she expected to be paid — 
and her behaviour is con- 
sidered as good social prac- 
tice. The secret sex report 
bears this out. 

In 1930, Gurewitsch and 
Woroschblit discovered that 
of 84 Russian women ques- 
tioned who had had pre- 
marital sex experience, 31% 
had more than one partner. 


Are the Russians in sexual revult? . . . 


In the new Antov survey, 
83% of 646 women who had 
had pre-marital sex, had 
three or more partners. This 
age group was between 17 
and 23. 

In 1924, Weissenberg re- 
ported that 44% of 34 Rus- 
sian women admitted hav- 
ing coitus with their fiances. 
Today, the report is 90% 
plus. 

Russian promiscuity is so 
rampant that one town, 
Ostrava, has 65% of the 
population infected with 


VD. (U.S. officials learned 
from a fugitive doctor, that 

200.000 people out of the 

300.000 working in the uran- 
ium mines are also in- 
fected) . 

Illegitimate birthrate in 
Russia and the satellites is 
at an all time high. State 
controlled nurseries, bo- 
nuses for having children, 
lack of parental responsi- 
bilities have allowed the 
youngsters to run wild. 
Dance halls and restaurants 



are filled with young girls 
who are willing to sell 
themselves for a good meal. 
Thus the soldiers and the 
Communist officials have 
their pick of young girls to 
act as their mistresses. 
Choice young beauties 
working in factories, usually 
end up as “housekeepers” 
at the officials’ houses. 

As one visitor puts it, 
“The way to pick out a high 
class prostitute, is to spot 
a girl with fine clothes and 
a well fed look. People (in 
the satellite countries) re- 
spect the girl who is poorly

dressed. In Russia, the 
stigma of sexual promiscuity 
is gone, because several 
decades of free love have 
erased it. Twenty years 
from now in the satellite 
countries it will also vanish 
as a social stigma — and a 
prostitute or a loose girl will 
be accepted as an equal. 

Communism has captured 
the souls of its young 
through the captivation of 
their youthful bodies. The 
Reds reject fidelity in mar- 
riage and virginity before 
marriage as an outdated 
American ideology. Thus, by 
satisfying the sex urges of 
the young with sexual li- 
cense, they enslave the 
minds of the teen-agers — 
and keep them captive. 

Radio Free Europe and 
other Allied Agencies have 
verified the wholesale de- 
bauchery of free love and 
sexual decadence behind the 
Iron Curtain. The Antov 
report (only part of which 
was smuggled through the 
Eastern Zone) published 
here for the first time 
in Carnival — simply attests 
factually to these conditions.
